With Benator MeCumber leading
nearly 2 to 1 on the face of these early
returns, the Fargo Courler-News, offi-

declared the nomination of Mr. Frazier
and the success of the entire lengue
ftate tlcket, ‘‘seemed aspured.'’

This claim was based on an ap-
parent falling off of 25 per cent in the
vote cast In the Iargar citles of the
ftate, where the independent strong-
bolds were, and early indications that
the rural vote would come more nearly
‘IE to the standard set In the recall elec-
tion last fall.

It
was said the men ‘‘deserted In droves,'
leaving many ecrossi unguarded.
Mayor Edward J, McCable, of Went
Chicago, has sworn in a number of
special policemen to guard rallroad
property.

trike orders signed the gix craft
presidents of the railroad shopmen’s or-
ganizations were sent out today to gen-
eral chalrmen reprecenting 400,000 men,
authorising a strike at 10 A. M. July
1 “on all raflronds and Pullman shops
in the United Htates.'

The impending walkout makes Satur-
day a momentous day in the rallroad
world. On that date the $400,000,000
cut in fniaht rates ordered by the
Interstats Elommerce mission be-
comes effective, simultaneously with a
slash of $185,000,000 from the wnges
of railway workers ordered by the United
States Rallrond Labor Board, The pay
of the shopmen was cut $60,000,000,

In sElte of the impending walkout
from the shopa and the tracks, rail
officials declared transportation would
continue to move, becnuse train service
employes who constitute the *‘big four''
brotherhoods, switchmen and telegra-
phers, are not partles to controversies
over wages and working rules.

The shopmen’s strike {8 in protest
agninst the wage reductions, the abol-
{shment of rules b;r the Railroad Labor
Board, and the farming out of shop
work to contractors., Muaintenance of
way men balloted solely on the wage
reduction.

Letters of instruction regarding the
Lprogreu ond conduct of the strike were
eing prepared at general headquarters
here todny and were to be mailed out
tonight.

“The issue is clean-cut, with no
strings attached,'’ sald B, M. TJewell,
president of the rnilrond unions' sec-
tion of the Amerienn Federation of La-
bor, ‘It im up to the rallway execu-
tives at their meeting today. hey can
stop thia strike today or tomorrow, but
after Saturday at 10 o'clock it is all
off. The telegram of the union heads
to Cuyler i{s the union's last word."’

The general committee of ninety gen-
ernl chairmen today were on the way
to their home districts to take nctive
charge of the strike, A sub-commit-
tee remained at headquarters to direct
operations.

Members of the nssoclation of rail-
way executives under the chalrmanship
of T. De Witt Cuyler, to whom the
shopmen's ultimntum. was addressed,
were to meet here todfiy in response to a
enll issued severnl weeks ago, but the
program of thele conference was not
announeed, -

Whils union heada refused to dis-
cuss the strike call, it was said a state-
ment would be {ssued later in the day.
No provisions have been made for enll-
ing off the strike in event of an necept-
able settlement, it was understood, but
instructions being prepared for district
leaders will include such arrangements
later on telegraphle instructions.

A conference between rallroad ex-
ecutives and union leaders was declared
possible, not ko much in any hope of
reaching an ngreement, but as a vehicle
for carrying the disputes immediately
to the labor board, which saved
natlon from a rall strike last October,
By the formality of an announcement
that the ronds and unions could reach
no agreement, the labor bonrd, it wos

ointed out, could take jurlsdiction as
t did in the threatened strike of the
Big ¥our brotherhoods last fall.

took her mother back to Russia to die.
And then, with a firm volce but working
face, she told of the night ‘im 101K,
when, sitting beside their fire in their
country home, they heard the wild yells
of the Corsnacks at thelr door,

"My husband knew what it meant,’
ahe sald quietly. “I had time onl
to slip on the servant’'s dress which
kept ready for flight, when they eame
running up the stalrs. My hushand
welzed me by ahe halr and drag me to
the floor. When they entered he was
beating me with all his might.

‘“They thought I was a servant and
left me for the time being. They took
my husband and bound him and
scarched all hrough the house for me,
tearing down curtains and pleturesg in
their rage, Then they took Ivan out
and erucified him.

‘‘While they wero about it, my hus-
band's body servant carried me down
and put me into a sleigh and we escaped
to the woods. He returned the next
night for money and found that every

faithful servant on the estate had beenl

murdered in the most horrible way.'
Then followed the escape—hundreds
of miles across wildest Russia to Riga,
where the Countess Dusterlohe gave her
shelter; the midnight attack upon the
house, Inspired by the pame malignant
{nfluence; the scene of murder, rapine
and blood which ensued, from which she
was brought to German, unconsclous
from typhold fever, by the frail little
noblewoman and one servant.

‘"‘But the greatest triumph of it all,'’
she gald, *‘was my escape from Kayeff,
the hgent whom the Iolshevikl sent to
murder me. Friends in Rusia warned
me, sending me a copy of the order,
which sald: ‘Under no circumstances is
she to reach Ameriea alive.'

“I walked all the way ncross Ger-
many to elude him and had the pleasure
of following him about in Antwerp ufter
he had ﬂnullf lost my trall,
